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Community.ShockedOverCrossBurning, 
Expresses Outrage at Council Meeting 


ISMC WALKER MEMORIAL 
MARKER ERECTED BY BAR

A group of about 40 people gathered on Memorial Day 
at 11:30 a.m, for the dedication of a memorial marker at 
the Isaac Walker family cemetery in the northwest corner 
of tKe Golden Triangle, Among the group were eight des¬ 
cendants of Isaac Walker, the widow of another, and one 
descendant from Walker's brother who had moved on from 
Maryland to establish himself in Mississippi. Others present 
were members of the Prince George's County Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, whose two-year 
effort led to the May 30 ceremony; Greenbelt city officials; 
and interested spectators.

The Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation and the Prince 
George's County Fire Mar¬ 
shall's office have been cal¬ 
led in to investigate a cross¬ 
burning, which took place 
early Saturday morning, 
June 11, at the home of 
Greenbelter Emmanuel 
Booth, on Lakecrest Drive. 
According to Capt. James 
Mundy of the Fire Mar¬ 
shall's office, a four foot by 
three foot wooden cross was 
burned on Booth's front 
lawn, and a “home made ex¬ 
plosive device" was shoved 
through his mail slot. The 
device did not go off, but ac¬ 
cording to Mundv, it was 
powerful enough that had it 
exploded, “anyone in the im¬ 
mediate area might have 
_been killed., 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld visited 
Booth as soon as he learned of 
the incident to assure Booth, who 
is black, that the community does 
not share the sentiments repre¬ 
sented by the burned cross. The 
City Council chambers were 
packed Monday night as a large 
number of Greenbelt citizens at¬ 
tended the city council meeting 
to publicly express their outrage 
at the incident. 

Irene Hensel of 6 Orange Court 
said, “We in this community 
should be alarmed and angry and 
on record that we will not toler¬ 
ate this. If one person is not safe, 
then no one is safe,” 

Albert Herling of 13-M Ridge 
declared, “When that cross burn¬ 
ed, it* burned in front of my house 
and burned in front of everyone's 
house in Greenbelt/' Herling 
called the incident “savagery,” 


Northam said his position qual¬ 
ifies him “to do everything but 
cany a gun.” On Wednesday 
Northam serves as the dispatcher 
at the station and recently, with 
the moderation in temperatures, 
Northam has been patrolling the 
park area surrounding Greenbelt 
Lake. But Northam says the most 


Each of the five members of 
city council expressed in turn 
their disgust and revulsion over 
the incident. Councilman Tom 
White called it “the worst form 
of violence in my opinion.” He 
suggested that the city write an 
open letter to be printed in 
the News Review, stating that 
“behavior of this type is not to be 
condoned or tolerated in a com¬ 
munity like Greenbelt.” An origi¬

nal copy of the letter is to be sent 
directly to Booth. (See page 2.) 

Several citizens recommended 
that the Community Relations 
Advisory Board consider the in¬ 
cident. 

The crime occurred sometime 
after 2 a.m,, after Booth's room¬ 
mate arrived home. Booth found 
the device by his front door Sat¬ 
urday morning, where it had 
burned a spot on his rug. He then 
walked outside and saw the cross. 
Mundy did not reveal the na¬ 
ture of the device, other than to 
say it was “home-made” and 
“explosive.” He said it was “not 
incendiary” (a fire bomb). Any 
further information he revealed 
might jeopardize the investiga¬ 
tion and might also give ideas to 
other people on how to make such 
a device, Mundy indicated. 


intriguing aspects of the job are 
“riding along with the officers 
and processing prisoners.” 

Northam says his experience on 
the Greenbelt Police Force has 
“opened (his) eyes to many 
things. Throughout school I read 
books about what goes on in a 
police force, but when I came 


Greenbelt Police wrote the ini¬ 
tial report on the incident, but 
because of an administrative 
agreement, the fire marshal's of¬ 
fice is called in on fire related 
cases. The FBI is also involved to 
determine any Civil Rignts vio¬ 
lation. The Greenbelt Police will 
continue to assist both agencies 
as needed. 

Mundy claims that so far his 
office has not found any links be¬ 
tween this case and other racial 
incidents in the county. Neither 
Mundy nor the FBI has any sus¬ 
pects in the case, but late Tues¬ 
day, the Fire Marshal's office an¬ 
nounced an offer of a $500.00 re¬ 
ward for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the 
individuals) involved in the 
crime.

Criminal Penalties 

Cross burning was only recent¬ 
ly given criminal penalties in 
Prince Georges County, as the re¬ 
sult of a bill by County Council¬ 
man Floyd Wilson. The maximum 
penalty is now one year in jail, or 
a fine of $1,000 or both. Because 
the crime also included the ex¬ 
plosive device, the perpetrator (if 
found and convicted) could also 
be sentenced to life in prison un¬ 
der state law. Following the FBI 
investigation, if the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney decides to try the case as a 
Civil Rights violation, a possible 
10 years and fine of $10,000 could 
be added to the penalties. 

Three years ago another cross 
burning occurred in College Park 
Estates. Last year the same fam¬ 
ily was harassed with literature 
from the Ku Klux Klan, prompt¬ 
ing President Reagan to person¬ 
ally visit the family and convey 
his dismay at the racial violence. 
The Fire Marshal's office is not 
sure whether the Greenbelt inci¬ 
dent is linked to the earlier crime. 


here, I see and I feel it all around 
me and it’s more than what's in 
the books,” he explained. 

Northam said he gets along 
very well with co-workers and 
would like to remain a member 
of the Greenbelt police force for 
a couple of years. But eventu¬ 
ally, Northam said he w r ants to 
work for the FBI. “I love it here 
and will feel badly when I leave,” 
added Northam. 

But Police Cadet Northam’s ef¬ 
ficiency and helpfulness in per¬ 
forming duties as prescribed in 
Greenbelt's new Cadet Program 
has provided an admirable ex¬ 
ample for future Greenbelt Ca¬ 
dets to follow. And yes, there will 
be future cadets. The city coun¬ 
cil has already approved the con¬ 
tinuation of the program; an ad¬ 
ditional cadet will be hired for 
next year. 


In some sense perhaps this was 
a re-dedication, for a similar ev¬ 
ent had taken place in 1936, 
when the memorial stone was er¬ 
ected. Because of later vandal¬ 
ism, replacement of the bronze 
marker had become necessary. 

The cemetery is located in a 
remaining patch of woods, desig¬ 
nated city parkland, which buf¬ 
fers the Prudential Building from 
the Beltway. Recently the city 
has installed a few picnic tables 
and a fire box provided by Pru¬ 
dential on the edge of the paved 
parking lot behind the building, 
just where a leaf-carpeted path 
leads to Indian Springs — long a 
favorite picnic site for Greenbelt 
families before construction of 
the Beltway cut off access. At 
right angles to that path, a vehic¬ 
ular trail leads up a hill to the 
fenced-in gravesite. 

Two themes ran through the 
comments of those participating 
in the program — the history of 
the Walker family and the intei- 
linked history of Greenbelt. But 
the ever-present rumble of Belt- 
way traffic — heard but not seen 
— and the great gash recently 
made by the clearing of timber 
just south of the cemetery for 
the second Prudential office build¬ 
ing were reminders that the pre¬ 
sent and future for this tract of 
land had little to do with the past 
being then commemorated. 

Family History 

The site for the Walker farm 
would have been propitious for 
the three Scottish brothers, flee¬ 
ing their homeland, because of 
the presence of good fresh water 
from the still-flowing springs, 
once — as Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
pointed out — a favorite camping 
ground for Indians. Isaac, Na¬ 
than, and Charles Walker were 
subject to death in their own 
country for their part in an up¬ 
rising against the claim of Ge¬ 
orge I of England as ruler of 
Scotland. After receiving the 
land grant, the brothers erected 
a log house, which they called 
Toaping Castle after their home 
in Scotland. 

The late Buddy Attick, Green- 
belt's long-time Director of Pub¬ 
lic Works who grew up on the ad¬ 
jacent farm, remembered seeing 
the remains of the old log build¬ 
ing when he was a child. Early 
Greenbelters will remember the 
dilapidated, empty farm house on 
Greenbelt Rd. just west of the 
present Pepco substation, a resi¬ 
dence for later generations of the 
family. It burned down about 20 
years ago. Walker property like 
other farms in the area, was sold 
to the federal government to 
make way for the construction 
of Greenbelt in 1937. 

Mayor Weidenfeld noted the 
city’s continuing efforts to pre¬ 
serve this history. Although no 
structures built prior to 1937 still 
exist in Greenbelt, he said (Edi¬ 
tor's Note: with the exception of 
the much-remodeled American 
Legion building, once an early 
farmhouse), the city has taken 
steps to preserve at least the 
significant names of the area. At 


city request, Pepco has designat¬ 
ed the new electrical substation, 
in the southeast corner of the 
Golden Triangle, the Toaping 
Castle Substation. The access 
road from Greenbelt Rd. into the 
center of the Golden Triangle is 
called Walker Drive. 

Just recently the city erected a 
historical marker at the intersec¬ 
tion of Walker Dr. and Capitol 
Dr. Although the marker was 
prepared by the Prince Georges 
County Historical Society and the 
Greenbelt Bicentennial Commit¬ 
tee in 1976, the city held off in¬ 
stalling it until road construction 
at the south end of the Golden 
Triangle lot should be completed. 

The marker dedicated on Me¬ 
morial Day commemorates both 
Isaac Walker (1721-1807) and his 
son Nathan Walker (1756-1842). 
It is attached to a stone monu¬ 
ment that stands beneath a 
mountain laurel bush. Adjacent 
is a grave stone set into the 
earth and inscribed with the 
name and dates of Isaac Walker. 

Paricipating in the ceremony 
were Mrs. Timothy H. Blosser, 
Regent of the Prince Georges 
County Chapter of the D.A.R.; 
Mrs. John C. Rainey, Chaplain; 
Mrs. Conrad H. Liden, Regent of 
the Toaping Castle Chapter; 
Mrs. Roy W. Hooten; City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese; Mayor 
Weidenfeld; and two members of 
the Walker family — Miss Mar¬ 
garet Slingluff, a descendant of 
Isaac, and Mrs. W. Desmond 
Walker, Jr., of the Marlborough 
Towne Chapter of the D.A.R., 
whose husband is also a descen¬ 
dant of Isaac. 

Representing the family were 
Desmond Walker; his sister Nan¬ 
cy Bouvier; Mary Ann Chapman 
and her daughter, Ann; Mrs. 
James Hamilton; Ruth Town- 
shend, widow of descendant Hen¬ 
ry W. Townshend; and John 
Walker. Mark Henry, who hails 
from the Mississippi branch of 
the clan but has settled in Wash¬ 
ington, was also there. 

Council members Richard Pil- 
ski and Ed Putens also attended.

Police Cadet Has Varied Duties," Works OutWell”

Greenbelt’s first police cadet “is working out very well” 
in relieving officers from various duties and assisting in the 
office, according to the department. Clifton Northam, 20, 
was selected for this “in service training position” in Jan¬ 
uary, 1983. Northam, a junior law enforcement major at 
the University of Maryland, College Park, attends classes 
on a part-time basis and works a 12-8 p.m. shift (with 
Monday and Tuesdays off) at the Greenbelt Police Station. 

His duties include: performing clerical tasks, handling po¬ 
lice comunications, enforcing parking regulations and muni¬ 
cipal ordinances, directing traffic and assisting police officers 
with their duties. 
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A Sense of Outrage 

A sense of outrage swept Greenbelt when it became 
known that a cross was burned on the lawn of the home of 
a fellow citizen in the early hours of Saturday morning. 
Whether the burning turns out to have been a serious at¬ 
tempt at arson or a particularly hurtful kind of vandalism 
—it is intolerable in Greenbelt. Racist sentiments symbol¬ 
ized by this act are at war with the spirit of cooperation on 
which Greenbelt was founded and which, we hope, still lives 
in our city. 

In reporting this incident, other newspapers have de¬ 
scribed Greenbelt as a “liberal” community. But it is not 
a matter of liberal versus conservative, black versus white. 
It is a matter of human dignity, obedience to the law and 
the right to enjoy our homes in peace and security. 

To Mr, Booth, we express our sympathy for this oc¬ 
curence which threatened his home and his peace of mind. 
As for the perpetrators, whether they live in Greenbelt or 
not, we hope they are caught as soon as possible and pun¬ 
ished to the full extent of the law. 


Open Letter 

To the Citizens of Greenbelt: 

This past weekend an act of vi¬ 
olence and bigotry occurred in 
Greenbelt which is the antithesis 
of the spirit of our community 
and as such must be actively ap¬ 
posed by all citizens. On Satur¬ 
day, a cross was burned in the 
front yard of a home. 

This activity cannot be toler¬ 
ated anywhere, and most espe¬ 
cially in Greenbelt. This city's be¬ 
ginnings are of men and women 
working together to build a good 
life for themselves. Greenbelt al¬ 
ways has prided itself on its 
sense of community as a place 
where individuals and families 
can grow, interact, and share with 
one another freely without any 
regard to one's background, race, 
philosophies, religion, etc. Green¬ 
belt is people pulling together 
when others are in need as in the 
apartment fire of just over a year 
ago. Greenbelt is not the under¬ 
taking of violent action against 
a person or group of people. 

The Greenbelt City Council ex¬ 
presses its concern for the per¬ 
son who suffered this outrage. 
Anyone with information regard¬ 
ing this event is urged to come 
forward and offer that informa¬ 
tion to the Pnl’~« V'iro Marshal. 
Vs a community, this action can¬ 
not be tolerated. We must all 
unite to prevent the occurrence 
of further acts of this kind and 
to bring the perpetrator or per¬ 
petrators to justice.

I regret the 
publicity so undeserving of the 
citizens of Greenbelt, who have 
long held the reputation of being 
both liberal and open-minded.

In 1983, in the town of Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, this sort of in¬ 
cident should be unheard of.

1. Close and lock doors, includ¬ 
ing porch, basement and garage. 
Use pin-tumbler cylinder locks on 
outside entrances and safety 
latches on the windows. 

2. Connect a lamp to an auto¬ 
matic timer to turn lights in the 
home on and off each evening. 
Since sound is a deterrent, con¬ 
nect radio or television to timer, 

3. Protect all doors and win¬ 
dows with an inexpensive, porta¬ 
ble burglary alarm which sounds 
whenever someone attempts to 
break in. 

4. Light up the porch and yard 
with outdoor lights to increase 
the likelihood that an attempted 
burglary would be seen. These 
lights can also be timer-con¬ 
trolled, if desired. 

5. Be sure all screens are fas¬ 
tened from the inside. 

6. Never leave valuables lying 
around; keep them in a safety 
deposit box, 

7. Notify the police department 
that the residence will be em¬ 
pty and for how long, 

8. Cancel all deliveries, includ¬ 
ing newspapers. 

9. Have a neighbor or the post 
office hold all mail, 

10. Arrange with a friend to 
mow the lawn and sweep the 
sidewalk once a week. Have cir¬ 
culars or handbills that may be 
left on the porch picked up. 

11. Leave shades and blinds in 
their normal position; closed 
blinds keep the sun out but also 
make an effective screen for the 
burglar. 

12. Never advertise an absence 
with an item in the local paper. 

There is no such thing as a 
“burglar proof” home, the Chief 
said, but following the sugges¬ 
tions listed above will help pro¬ 
tect against burglary.

Amateur Radio Field Day 
Open to Public at NASA 

The Goddard Amateur Radio 
Club will participate in the an¬ 
nual Field Day sponsored by the 
American Radio Relay League. 

On the last weekend in June 
of each year since 1933 (except 
during WWII), as many as 40,000 
radio amateurs have tested their 
skills and equipment under emer¬ 
gency conditions, operated their 
stations from temporary sites as 
they participate in an emergency 
preparedness exercise and con¬ 
test. In a round-the-clock effort, 
participants send, receive, and re¬ 
lay large numbers of simulated 
emergency messages. 

The Goddard Club, with mem¬ 
bers from NASA and private in¬ 
dustry, will operate from the 
Visitors’ Center at the NASA 
Goddard Space Flight Center. All 
three of the planned transmitting 
stations will operate with tem¬ 
porary antennas, and will be ca¬ 
pable of either morse code radio¬ 
telegraphy or single-sideband 
voice radiotelephone operation. 
One station will be powered by 
solar energy, from panels bor 
rowed from an International 
Sun-Earth Explorer Spacecraft. 
One radio station will be erected 
and operated exclusively by No¬ 
vice Class (newly-licensed) radio 
amateurs. There will be demon¬ 
strations of two-way radio com¬ 
munications via satellite, using 
the OSCAR (Orbiting Satellite 
Carrying Amateur Radio.) Field 
Day operations will be from 2 
p.m. Saturday, June 25 until 2 
p.m. Sunday, June 26. 

The NASA Goddard Visitors’ 
Center will be open as usual. The 
Goddard A.R.C. invites the pub¬ 
lic to combine a visit to the Cen¬ 
ter with a look at their Field 
Day exercise.

Elections, Member Concerns, Finance 
Main Issues of GHI Board Meeting 

by Sandra Surber Smith 

The Greenbelt Homes Inc. Board of Directors seated 
newly-elected board member Debbie Hartwick and elected 
officers at its May 26 meeting. In rapid succession—and 
unanimously—Margaret Hogensen was elected President; 
Frank Gervasi, Vice President; and Mark Dombrowski, 
Treasurer. Janet Cantwell will continue as Secretary. 
John Taylor, chairman of the Nominations and Elections 
(N&E) Committee read the official elections results. Board 
member Don Volk thanked Taylor and the committee for its 
work in conducting the elections. A recommendation for 
election changes, discussion of block homes exterior insula¬ 
tion, financial reports, concerns of members and the issue 
of loose dogs and fence heights occupied the Board for the 
rest of the meeting. 


Visitors and Members 
First to speak in the visitors 
and members portion was Eunice 
Coxon, reading a statement she 
wanted sent to the N&E Com¬ 
mittee. Coxon protested the use 
of an address listing (frame vs. 
back) for voter registration at 
the last election and again 
strongly supported the right of 
members to call for the advan¬ 
tages of using secret ballots. 
Barbara Likowski reported a 
chlordane spill which had occur¬ 
red in her court and urged man¬ 
agement to look at the compe¬ 
tency of and the procedures used 
by companies who service GHI. 
Joe Whalen, maintenance direc¬ 
tor, responded that he had inves¬ 
tigated this situation, felt that 
the spill was minimal and that 
safety procedures were adequate. 
The Board directed management 
to test soil samples in the area to 
determine if there is a problem. 
Mike Prosise wanted to know 
about the Board's plan to enforce 
GHI rules and regulations, a pe¬ 
tition which was approved by the 
membership at the annual meet¬ 
ing. The Board did not seem to 
be inclined to discuss that issue 
at this time and referred it to the 
Aesthetics and Environment <A& 
E) and Member and Community 
Relations Committees. 


Financial Report 
Comptroller Don McGinn walk¬ 
ed the Board and members 
through a financial report of the 
first quarter operations. While 
there were some areas where 
spending was higher than antici¬ 
pated, notably water charges, due 
to slower-than-expected conver¬ 
sion of the frame units to indi¬ 
vidual meters, this was more 
than compensated for by savings 
in insurance charges and payroll. 
McGinn projects approximately 
$48,000 in savings for the first 
three months of operations. 

Block Home Insulation 
The Board then debated the ad¬ 
vantages of an optional program 
to permit and finance exterior in¬ 
sulation and siding on the block 
homes. There were many ques¬ 
tions—is it cost-effective ? Can 
we get approval from the Mary¬ 
land Historic Trust? How many 
members want siding? How will 
siding and insulation affect 
moisture problems? And finally 
how will this impact on the 
painting program, currently be¬ 
ing developed by management? 
Seeking the opinions of Board 
Members, Hogensen called upon 
first one then another. Volk 
wanted more data. Jenkins didn't 
consider it cost-effective. Others 
suggested contacting Fepco for

RENTERS 7 REBATE 
DEADLINE NEARS 

The State Department of As¬ 
sessments and Taxation wants to 
remind all elderly and disabled 
renters that the July 1 deadline 
for filing a Maryland Renters' 
Tax Credit application is just a 
few weeks away. This program 
provides property tax credits of 
up to $450 a year based upon the 
renter's income* The credits are 
issued as direct checks from the 
State Treasury. Last year, 7,100 
renters throughout the State re¬ 
ceived some $1,250,000 in tax 
credits, with the average credit 
being $176. 

In order to apply, a renter 
must have reached age 60 on or 
before December 11, 1982 or be 
100% totally disabled* 

The renter must apply on a 
standard application form which 
is available at all Assessment of¬ 
fices and public libraries or which 
can be mailed by calling the cen¬ 
tral Tax Credits office of the De¬ 
partment of Assessments and
